Mr. Laver docs not merely 
summarise: he traces the path 
of feminine fashion with a 
wealth of .detail and most in- 
triguing illugtrations side by 
side With social history from 
the French Revolution until to- 
day, pointing out, sometimes most 
successfully, sometimes a trifle 
speculatively, cause and effect. 


His conclusion that the ‘flat-- 


chested, .narrow-hipped post- 
war figure coincided with a lack 
of enthusiasm for child-bearing 
is logical, and he is apt as well 
as reasonable when ho suggests 
that when woman wants to 
throw her “bonnet over the 
windmill" she flings her “cor- 
sets Into the dustbin.”

NURSING PROBLEM 

Another aspect of Dr. Wu's 
duties has to do with medical and 
nursing personnel for the base 
hospitals and mobile units in the 
war areas. The war caught China 
inadequately prepared for the 
treatment of large numbers of 
seriously wounded resulting from 
high explosive bombs and shells, 

The existing organisation was 
quickly overhauled, and experi- 
enced surgeons and trained nurses 
and dressers were rapidly | re- 
eruited from among civilians who 
felt the urge to do their bit. 

Unfortunately, in the carly 
days, enthusiasm and patriotism 
went ahead of careful planning 
and knowledge of the actual con- 
ditions of war. servicae Thus, 
many nurses, especially women, 
volunteered for service who pos- 
sessed only the rudiments of 
training and in a few cases, were 
either physically or tempera- 
mentally unfitted to stand the 
rigorous discipline of the war 
camp. 


WAR NEUROSES 


Groups of these women were 
sent up by relief or charitable or- 
ganisations in Shanghai, Canton 
and Hong Kong without adequate 
prepnration, and consultation 
with the responsible authoritics. 
Nurtured in the quict backwater 
ef peaceful cities, and accustom- 
ed to regular habits of life and 
work, these girls went up to face 
terrible war conditions equipped 
with ninety per cent enthusinsm 
and a modicum of knowledge of 
war renlitics. It is not surprising 
that a few should break down. 
War neuroses are not encounter- 
ed only among soldiers at the 
front. As o mattor of fact, one of 
the most remarkable features of 
tho present hostilities is tho strik- 
ing rarity of shell-shock among 
Chineso. soldiers, : 

BITTER EXPERIENCE 

The authoritics, as a result of 
bitter experionco in the carly 
atnges of the war, do not now en- 
courage female nurses to volun- 
teor. Only tho fully-trained, well- 
disciplined and physically fit are 
acceptable. Bosides the: disabili- 
tics referred to above, femate 
nurses, even if trainod and othor- 
wise equipped, are at a disadvan- 
tago In. a rapid war. of movement 
where tho base hospital may find, 
itaelf in tho front Uno almost over- 
night. 

Yot, in spite of these draw- 
backs, the record of the nureing 
personnel on tho wholo has been 
an enviable one. Both doctors and 
nurses who wont up to sorve from 
Hong Kong and Canton ‘havo, by 
thelr dovotion to duty, added a 
glorieus page to tho modica! his- 
tory of South China, .

munity. From the’ South. 
from Europe and America, have 
come volunteers to serve in 
China’s Red Cross. In spite of 
the hardships and rigors of cli- 
mate for which they are bound, 
they would not be denied. Penang 
last month sent an ambulance unit 
of 41 members; they are now un- 
dergoing intensive training in 
Canton for front line service. 
There arrived from Java last week 
a contingent of 18 including four 
doctors, fully equipped with am- 
bulances and the necessary sur- 
gical and medical supplica. They 
are proceeding to the North un- 
der the auspices of the Chinese 
Red Cross. One English surgeon 
had’ intended flying from Eng- 
land to China to volunteer hia 
services to the Red Cross. His 
plane crashed in Europe but that 
did not deter him.

The present most urgent need 
is the support of the Red Cross 
mobile units operating behind the 
various fronts.

It moves from one hospital to an- 
other and operates on wounded 
cases that the brought in from the 
front, looks .after them till they 
can be left safely in.other hands, 
and then moves on to where. they 
are needed ‘most.

panese Note of Dec. 14 will apply 
‘to merchantmen as well as war- 
ships, 

His Majesty’s Government, the 
document proceeds, is bound to 
observe that.its information — re- 
garding the circumstances of the 
attacks, “notably, for instance, 
the point regarding visibility,” is 
at variance with the Japanese. 

The British Government, how- 
ever, note with satisfaction that 
the Japanese Government has tak- 
en, or is prepared to take, the ne- 
cessary mensures to deal suitably 
with the officera responsible for 
the incidents, and to prevent re-

Regarding ‘the latter, the Note 
adds that his Majesty's Govern-

HIE fifth flat is fitted up as 

a common room. Morn- 
ings, tho tenant’s children at- 
tend kindergarten and in tho 
evening, adults aro taught hy- 
giene, cthics, the three R’s and 
genaral knowledge.

there is a doctor on the staff, 
family privacy and customs are 
encroached upon. as little as is 


possible without -projudicing 
the health and comfort of the 
majority. Rules and. regula- 


tions are taboo; the Settlement 
people having been clever 
enough to realise that you can’t 
tic up families with bundles of 
red tape, Everything is put 
over by porsonal example. If a 
floor needs washing, the Euro- 
pean on duty gets down on his 
Imocs and washes it. This has 
the effect of shaming the Inzy 
tenant; . is good for tho floor 
washer’s soul; ond as anyone 
who takes: the trouble to visit 
the Settlement can ace, is ten 
tlmes more effective than all 
the printed notices in the Sani- 
tary Department.

In time of war therefore, when 
nations are armed against nations 
and ore cngaged in destroying 
each other, what is the Pacifist 
purpose, what is it when seen 
ugainst the background of the 
world ideal which is serves?

Such a course while 
it ia a protest is little more than 
that, and from the Christian point 
of view that Is insufficient.

consideration of problems of Empire defence than of mutual 
wellbeing. :

The cynic and embittered looking down 
on shattered hopes will say that many have excelled in this 
matter, that countless thousands mourn as a result of a preval- 
ency “to do” others and the things that bear not the fierce light 
of truths We ure not constituted judges of our fellow-man_de- 
sirous 48 we seem to be to question the means used to obtain 
the success that may be his as a result of his doings. To do with- 
out comes often as a matter of course and a thing which it is 
somewhat easy to bear. 

As 2 community and a Nation, Lord Morley’s dictum also 
applies. Our civic hives are sp ordered for us in this little place 
that few are the opportunities given us to do and to be, whilst 
the facts of the case demand that we do without. Prosperity has 
overtaken — we think the world used‘the correct one, the 
commorcial life of the Colony, in a somewhat uncertain manner. 
We may well hesitate 2 moment to consider the source and the 
meaning of that trade prosperity, and to take a thought for the 
future, but the onus for that and’ the settlement of conditions 
which have: brought terror to China is in other hands.

Can The English Be Educated ? 


AN the English be educated? 
Not “Are the English educat- 
ed?” For that would be either a 
very naive or a very rhetorical 
question. 

No one who has even the most 
superficial acquaintance with for- 
eign countries—and, consequently, 
a basis of comparison—could make 
any honest answer but a down- 
right negative. _ : 

But—can the English be educat- 
ed? How, snd how soon? 

Theso are the pertinent ques- 
tions in an age when some of the 
smallest and most backward nu- 
tions of the world promise to Icave 
us behind in the march of pro- 
greas. 

Educational progress in Eng- 
land is in a state of stagnation. 
Or at least its forward movement 
is no.more than the slow oozing 
of a river through 3 swamp—in- 
discernible to the eye. > 

A certain number of new build- 
ings, a certain improvemont in 
teachors’ qualifications, a stendy 
tendency towards more modern 
methods—all these are good, but 
we necd far more  sweoping 
changes—rovolutionary changes— 
{f we are to produce the educated 
democracy. 

Tho first, most obvious and most 
widely admitted, is the raising of 
the school loaving age. 

But that is not onough. Public 
schoolboys leave at 17, 18, 19. How

Health Through Physical Fitmess 


Flowers In The Bedroom 
At Night 


T is the practice in most hos- 
pitals, and homes for that 
matter, for flowers to be removed 
from the bedroom at night. The 
common {den is that this is: done 
because it is harmful for the flow- 
ers to be Jeft in the room when a 
person sleeps, as the flowers pive 
off some harmful substan This 
is pure fancy. Generally the 
flowers are removed from the pat- 
jents room in a hospital simply to 
freshen up, by changing, in this 
small way, the atmosphere of the 
room, 

There are some who think that 
the alleged injuriouaness. of — the 
flowers is due to the fact that they 
exhale carbon di-oxide and absorb 
oxygen more readily at night. 
Such people seem to forget that 
this is just what the patient is do- 
ing, only much more intensely. If 
the ventilation of the sick room is 
sufficient for the patient's  well- 
being, the presence of the flowers 
ix of no significance. If it is not, 
the removal of the flowers is of 
no avail. A small gas flame or 
candle consumes far more o 
in a night than a roomful of flow- 
ers. A disagreeable odour often 
given as a further reason why 
flowers should not be left in a 
room, invariably comes from 
stagnant water in the vases. At- 
tention to the changing of the 
water is of far more importance 
than the taking out of these nat- 
ural ornaments,

distinctive odours, are used in 
sick-rooms, lavatories ete, with 
the expressed purposes of disin- 
fecting or purifying the air. It ta 
virtually impossible to do thia, 
that is, to Kill the microbea pre- 
sent or to neutralise obnoxious 
odours, and still keep the alr fit 
for human uae. 

Lay people tend to attach too 
much importance, to “fumigation”, 
and to*the supposed influence of 
the purifiers used for this pur- 
pose. Thorough ventilation ja the 
only solution for the removal of 
foul air. An authority has writ- 
en: “Infected afr should be re- 
moved by ventilation: it is futile 
to sterilise it by gaseous disinfec- 
tion, since to be effective these 
must be present In quantities in- 
compatible with the existence of 
human beings. From thia it auto- 
matically follows that disinfect- 
ing fluida or vapours and gases 


in the sick-room are a useless an- . 


noyance to the patient, except in 
so far ns they be used as deordor- 
ants. 


Night-Air Is Not 
Unhealthy 


HE answer to this fallacy lies 
in a consideration of the 
difference between night and day 
air, So far as gaseous composi- 
tion is concerned there are no sub- 
stantial differences, except in large 
cities where the air may contain 
less carbonic acid gas, since Jess 
fires are burning and leas motor- 
. cars are running, 
Night air contains fewer 
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ganic gases, since, in the absence 
of the sun's heat, putrefactive 
procesaes are less.active. This is 
certain; night air contains no 
gas or substance peculiar to itself, 
excepting those produced = in the 
bedroom, As to solid matter, 
night air again has the advantage 
for those who live in the city, be- 
cause less traflic means less dust, 
and Jess dust meana less microbe 
laden air. Night air, of course, 
is much colder, so you must, when 
preparing to ventilate the room 
well by having all the windows 
open, make due provision, by the 
use of anextra blanket in the 
winter months. Really fresh air 
at night is a great help to good 
health. 


Only Unpleasant 
Smells Are Dangerous? 


TRANGELY enough, a number 

of the most dangerous gases 

have most pleasant smells, or no 
smell at all. Mustard Gas, well 
known during the War, is almost 
odourless and invisible, ‘Those 
who were attacked were not aware 
of the gas until they began to feel 
ita effects. Hydrocyanic acid yas, 
perhaps the most deadly of all 
poisons, for it acts with such 
apeed, has na pleasant penetrating 
odour resembling that'of peach 
blossoms or the oil of bitter al 


monds, Nitrous oxide, is rather 


pleasant in odour yet it can prove 
fatal when an overdose is given. 
Carbon monoxide, an odourless 
gas, is exceedingly polsonous ,be- 
cause it forms a firm chemical 


union with the red colouring sub- 
stance of the blood, thus prevent- 


ing the latter from carrying the: 


oxygen necessary for life.

Not Cool A Room

A Disinfectant

The popularity of smoke as a 
disinfectant may also be due to ita 
effect on mosquitoes, this is so be- 
cause the delicate breathing ap- 
paratus of the insect is easily: dis- 
turbed by the minute particles of 
matter contained in the amoke Iad-

You Get Appendicitis 
By Swallowing The 


Seeds Of Apples, 
Grapes, Ete. 


PPENDICITIS is an inflam- 
“mation of the vermiform ap- 
pendix, a worm shaped attachment 
at the rounded beginning portion 
of the large intesti t is thinner 
than a pencil and varies from 1 te 
5 inches in tength. That the tn- 
flammation is caused by fruit seeds 
deing lodged in the appendix is 
also an erroneous idea. 


Most people who eat grapes swal 


low the seeds, and nearly everyone 
swallows some fruit seeds at one 
time or another, yet appendicitis 
is not as common as the eating of 
seeds. A surgeon rarely finds a 
seed in na diseased appendix. So 
unusual would it be that it is quite 
probable that he would make it a 


matter of special comment to his ° 


collengues. Futhermore, it is 
rarely possible to be certain that 
the seed was responsib for tho 


inflammation. Appendicitis is 


really caused by the organ becom- 
ing infected with  pus-forming 
germs, 

A Pain In The Back 

Means Kidney Trouble 


HERE are many causes of 
back-ache, some associated 


awith the muscles, some with the 


nerves and ligaments, others with 
the joints of the spinal column 
and the hip bones, It is some-

The President established the 
quotation in a proclamation 
which runs until December 31, 
1988, but reserved the right to 
revoke or modify il at any time. 

The reduction affects silver 
mines and many other kinds of 
metal mines producing silver as 
4 by-product, and employing 
approximately 400,000 persons 
in a dozen’ States.—Reuter. 


LONDON REACTION 


London, Yesterday. 


Leading silver authorities, ques- 
tioned midst the New Year festi- 
vities, were unwilling to express 
any definite opinions over Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's reduction of. the 
domestic price of silver, but agreed 
that the — existing uncertainty 
must continue till the Treasury 
price for foreign silver in New 
York will be known.

Another expert expressed the 
view that President, Roosevelt's 
latest price merely reprosents a 
premium of 60 per cent. over the 
world price, and that in some res- 
pects the situation fs analogous to 
that ruling when President Roose- 
velt first instituted the domestic 
price, that fs, he may alter the 
internal price in accordance with 
the movements of the London mar-

Yesterday was a Red Letter Day in the his- 
tory of the Kowloon Football Club, when, in the 
presence of a large gathering of members and 
their friends, the Club’s commodious new head- 
quarters, were formally opened. - ° 


_The ceremony was performed by Mrs. N, L. 
Smith amid enthusiastic applause, after which 
the club was “At Home” to a large company. 


Accompanied by the Hon. Mr. 
N. L, ‘Smith, the Colonial Secre- 
tary, Mrs. Smith arrived shortly 
after: noon and was received by 
Major C. M. Manners, president, 
and Mr. R. Hall and the party 
were piped to their scata by Pipe- 
Major W. C. K. Mackie, playing 
“My Home.” . 

Major Manners said:—It is my 
pleasant duty to-day to preside at 
what will undoubtedly be remem- 
bered as a landmark in the his- 
tory of the’ Kowloon Football 
Club. 

On behalf of the Committee and 
members, I extend ao hearty wel- 
come to you all, and hope we shall 
have the pleasure of your pre- 
sence on many future occasions 
to watch the .“muddicd oafs” on 
the adjacent pitch. : 


I know I am expected to refer 
briefly to the history of our Club, 
but in view of the general “Hog- 
manay" feeling of us all this 
morning, I can assure you I shall 
be as brief ns possible. 


The Club like so many other 
Kowloon sports institutions, start- 
ed its being at the Kowloon 
Docks, which many of the present 
generation aro all too liablo to 
forget. i 

This Club's ‘history has been 
closely connected with the Docks, 
and many of our ablest officials 
and our best playors: haye been 
Dock people. 


44 YEARS AGO 


At ‘the inception in 1894, when 
Mr. J. N, Henderson was Presi- 
dent and Captain, the Club mem- 
bership was thirteen only, but 
they were all players, We had no 
ground of our own, and matches 
were played at Kowloon Docks 
and below Knutsford Torrace, In 
1899 the Instituto of Engineers 
took over tho team, and matches 
were played at Causoway Bay; in 
1901, the V.R.C. to all intents and 
purposes ran the team, which 
functioned with varying fortunes 
until 1911, when the Club com- 
menced again in Kowloon under 
the acgis~‘and guiding hand of 
“Uncle” Mitchell, whose photo I 
am glad to say will still hang in 
a place of honour in the Club 
House, In 1922 we acquired the 
present ground, and our first club 
house was a matshed which stood 


‘| with its back to the Railway Line.

who had survived hunger, epide-~

To-day Werchne-Udinsk is the 
centre of the Sovict Republic of 
the Burlats, n Mongol tribe who 
have never felt much sympathy 
towatds their Russian rulers, 


Like all other important places 


on the Siberian railway, Werchne- 
Udinsk had ot that time a Jap- 
anese garrison-——part of the Jap- 
anese intervention army that was 
supposed to conquer and to keep 
Siberia from the Baikal lake to 
the Pacific. Suddenly, the Com- 
mander-in-Ohief of the Japanese 
forces gave the order to evacuate 
Siberia, and one garrison after 
the other was withdrawn. 

On -the evening before the 
Japanese regiments left Werchne- 
Udinsk I talked to a young teacher 
with whom I had become very 
friendly, He was craving for 
knowledge and though he belong- 
ed to a rather primitive tribe he 
tried always to extend his intel- 
lectual horizon. . 

We discussed the withdrawal 
of the Japanese troops from Si- 
berin and I suggested that the 
Japanese military authorities 
probably did not sce any possibi- 
lity in holding a huge area such 


.as Siberia. 


My friend was silent for ao lit- 
tle while, then he said: 

“They will come back.” 

“You mean, if their military 
force will be strong enough.” 

He looked at mo with an enig- 
matical giance and — started: 
“Listen, try to understand what I 


_am going to tell you about these 


Nttle men.” 
Japanese officers who passed 
front of our window. 

And this is, what he told me: 

“You remember that at the be- 
ginning of this century Japan, or 
‘Nippon’ as it ds called to-day, 
since the name of the Empire of 
the Rising Sun’ was’ officially al- 
tered, lived in a state of evor-in- 
creasing uneasiness. Russia was 
not satisfied with hor old posses- 
sions in the Far East and had 
pushed her way. into Manchurin 
with the connivance of that old 
cunning diplomat, Li-Hung- 
Tchang. Looking for a strong 
opposition against Japanese im-' 
perialism, he supported Russian 
expansion and showed them the 
way to Koren. Around the Em- 
peror Nicholas: Il an association 
was established for the exploita~ 
tion of the forests along the Yalu 
River with their precious wood. 
Before long the private company 
was transformed into a Russian 
uational enterprise. o 
“From tho day when the Gov- 
ernment in Tokyo had protested 
againat Russian penetration of 
Korea the outbreak of war be- 
tween Ruasia and Japan was 
really a question of hours. Japan 
however had foreseen the conflict. 
Since 1901 Japancac patriots dis- 
cussed in secret meetings the 
ways and means of’ renisting the 
Muscovite colossus.

At such a moment anyone who 
had dared to nominate a candidate 
ayninat Stalin or his substitute 
would have been branded nas a 
Trotskyist traitor, ripe for the fate 
hat awnita such persona. 

In these conditions, with the en- 
tire Preas and the wireless in Sta- 
lin's hands, a plebiscite is merely a 
mensure of his efficiency na an or- 
ganiser. That no one questions. 


Classless Society 

Apart from any minor criti- 
clam one ~ might dircct ngninst 
tho details of the new Conatitution, 
we mny summarise our objection 
thus: the Russian Communist Party 
will not provide for any organised 

«opposition, and cannot even con- 
ceive the possibility of. a loyal op- 
position. : 

The reason, as the “Daily Work- 
er’ states it, {is interesting and 
deserves consideration. Parties as 
we know them in a capitalist 
society, roflect its division into 
classes. 

It follows: that in a clansicsa 
society no parties cin exist — or, 
_ rathor, there can be only one party, 
* that of the whole mass of working 
citizons. : . 

T agree, of course, that in such o 

‘ goclety there can bo no fundamental 
division based on difforences of 
economic status. 

Sineo the word “party” has for 
tts this nssociation, Ict us speak 
rather of an organised group or 
tendency. Surely such groups may 
and must oxist even jn o classless 
society. 
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tnthor than the Labour Party, or 
vice versa? Clans doen not give 
the clue. The same man will try 
first the one and then the other:. 
husbands and wives or brothers In 
the same economic position are also 
divided, ‘ 4 

So far aa I can tell, the cluss com- 
position of the two {is broadly the 
anme: a big preponderance of 
manual workers with a fringe of 
“intellectuals.” 

So [ fall back on the commonplace 
answer that the difference is onc of 
temperament—in other words, psy- 
chological. 

If an orthodox Marxist tella = me 
that this ia an unscientific opinion, 
L answer that in Marx's day only 
one human study deserved the name 
of science, namely, economics. 


“Yes Men” 
O-DAY, psychology — has 
rights. We all acquire in 
childhood aome attitude to our 
parents, whether of submission or 
revolt. This determines in after- 
life our attitude towards all forms 
of authority. 

Some of un tend to follow tradi- 
tion: others are critics and innova- 
tors. Doubtless the extremes of 
both attitudes are due to parental 
mistakes and stupid education. 

These can be eliminated, but 
shades of temperamental difference 
Will persist in the happiest society, 
and its Hife will always be s debate 
between the traditional and innova- 
tinge tendencies. Thus we have sev- 
eral natural groups in every society, 
however classless, some functional 
and xome temperamental. 

“Granted,” a Staliniat may — re- 
ply. “OF course, we differ in tem- 
perament as in physique. But why 
organise these differences in 
groups? Each type can speak when 
he gets elected.” 

That may suffice in a very small 
social unit, a workshop or a farm. 
But when 90,000,000 electors have 
to decide their policy, organisation 
is casential. 

It can be done only through the 
Prensa, the wirelesa and public meet- 
ings. A free und adequate debate 
on policy is possible, only when or- 
ganised groups exist, with a well- 
defined right to use these various 
means of publicity. 

For thls contention there ia a 
stronger argument than any indi- 


ita 


vidualiat view of right. A society 
in lesa than n socicty unless It pro- 
nldes for this continuoun process of 
debate. ‘ 

Onc of its chief dutics in to or- 
ganise such debates, Failing this, 
it in not a society but mercly 4 
regiment. Ita moral and intellec- 
tual fibre will decay. aes 

It will become a herd of yes-men 
and parrots, It is not enough to 
any that the organisation of groups 
and political tendencies should be 
tolerated: it should be fostered. 


Trotskyish Heresy 

The anawer may be made that 
the Soviet Union has ita own ways 
of fostering and testing healthy 
differences of opinion. I agree. 

There is the Wall newspaper, 
Again “Pravda” received, or used 
to receive shoala of letters, which 
were catalogued and classified. 
Theae served to reveal the daily 
grievances of the avernge man.” 

Often, in accordance with these 
indications, Jawa were drafted or 
amended. There are ‘other and 
more formal methods of — testing 
opinion, but I think they are used 
and can be used fredly only over 
secondary matters, . 

They cannot be applied to the 
bigger insues of policy, beenuse op- 
position here in branded = as tres- 
sonable. 

Many Russiana = must 
thought Stalin mistaken when he 
suddenly reversed Soviet practice 
and doctrine by joining the Lensrue

But no one dared aay so pub- 
licly; no such opinion could be 
broadcast by the radio or the Press, 
To oppose this move is part of the 
Trotakyish heresy, and that is trea- 
son. 

That illustration may sufilce to 
justify the statement that major 
insues of policy cannot be debated 
in the absence of organined groups 
which enjoy the right, on ocension, 
to oppose. 

The solution of this problem of 
government calls for many changes 
—in the courts, in legal procedure, 
in the control of the wireless! and 
the Press, and finally in the whole 
cénception of an election. 

The first step is to recognise that 
opposition may be a loyal citizen's 
duty. ;
